since its organization arid the volume 
of work and number of cases handled 
are more than any other twelve mpnth 
period. 


At the present time the principal 


activities of the Fayette county chap- 
ter consist of civilian relie' or home 
service'work, public health nursing, 
first aid .instruction, conducting of 
clasres in home nursing, 
and 
the 


holding of baby clinics. 


The civilian relief or home service 


bureau continues to be the most ac- 
tive and important part of Red Cross 
activities. This is due principally to 
the great amount of ssrvice still to 
be rendered to those who were in the 
military service during tha war, and 
of all manner and kind of after-war 
problems to solve. It would further 
appear that this particular class of 
work-trill continue for many months 
and even years to come. In the three 
Ked Cross offices In the county, Un- 
iontown.. Connellsville and Browns- 
ville, there are flies ot nearly 2,500 
ex-service men's cases, and 
of • this 


number less than 500 are classified 
as closed cases. This leaves approxi- 
mately 2,000 cases classified as ac- 
tive, and in addition new cases are 
continually coming on an. 
average

relief bureau also renders relief and 
assistance to all civilians needing its 
service.

Miss Virginia Hann of the Browns- 
illd office also* submitted a report 
showing 350 cases through that office; 
100 of which were Dew' cases during 
the last eight months, or since she 
took charge. Ot the new cases 58 are 
tiibse of ex-service men and 42 civilian 
cases. Four hundred and thirty let- 
ters have been written and' affidavits 
made.

Hie 
vacations have been few and it was a 
rare occasion that from other causes 
6» »as not at his daily task in the 
composing room. 


The Courier was not the first news- 


paper on which Mr. Cooley was em- 
ployed.
